COUNTY COMMISSIONERS GIVE 


FINANCIAL BACKING. 


Adams County by July 1 Will Have 


Farm Agent to Assist the 


Farmers. 


County Commissioners Harry B. 


Slagle, Harry J. March and E. C. 
Keefer at their regular meeting took 
a very important step in giving the 
financial assistance needed to put life 
in a Farm Bureau in the county. 


The authority for this step is con- 


tained in the Act of May 14, 1913, 
which provides:

co-operative work with the Pennsj-l- 
vania State College, having for its 
ultimate object the locating of a 
trained agricultural agent in every 
count}-; and

such work through the Agricultural 
Extension Departments of the vari- 
ous Land Grant Colleges of the coun- 
ty; and

County Commissioners of each coun- 
ty are hereby authorized to appropri- 
ate from the funds of the county, a 
sum, not to exceed $1500 annually for 
agricultural extension work, in co- 
operation 
with 
the Pennsylvania 


State College, in encouraging im- 
proved methods of farm management 
and home economics and giving prac- 
tical instruction and demonstration 
in agriculture for the purpose of im- 
proving and developing the agricul- 
tural resources of the county. 


Where practicable and desirable, 


the board of County Commissioners 
are also authorized to provide offices 
in the county court house for head- 
quarters for such co-operative work. 


The money so appropriated shall 


be expended according to rules and 
regulations presented or approved 
by such board of countv commission-

the support of a Farm Bureau under 
this act appeared before the commis- 
sioners. They were J. L. Butt, presi- 
dent; E. F. Strasbaugh, vice presi- 
dent: Prof. Geo. M. Rice, secretary; 
C. A. Hershey. treasurer; Prof. H. M. 
Roth and W. H. Stock. It was rep- 
j resented to the commissioners that 
the annual expenses of a Farm Bu- 
reau would not exceed Sooo a year. 
Prof. Roth offered room in his of- 
fices for the Farm Agent and it was 
stated that such sum as the county 
did not provide would be put up by 
individuals. After consideration of 
the subject the County Commission- 
ers agreed to appropriate toward the 
upkeep of a Farm Bureau from July 
i, 1917, to January i. 1918 the sum o'f 
$250 and it is expected that individu- 
als and farm associations will con- 
tribute a like sum. 


Under an act of Congress the Farm 


Agent provided for the county will 
be paid a salary by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 
Among the duties of the 


I agent will be to visit farms and or- 
Ichards. giving expert advice and help. 
(About 35 of the counties of the State 
jhave taken the steps necessary to se- 
|cure a Farm Agent, and the result 
has been uniform in securing improv- 
ed conditions and productiveness.

Int*r»«tfitf Story of the Big Apple 


Industry of th* K«y»ton« 


Eastern apples are coming back to 


their own as a business proposition. 
So much has been written and said 
of the fruit-growing possibilities in 
places like Oregon, Colorado and the 
irrigated districts of the Northwest, 
and so many displays have been made 
of gaudy fruit from those regions 
that for a time the public forgot that 
the best apple-growing country in 
the world lies right along our Appa- 
lachian system in the East, from New 
York to Virginia, and that the best 
apples in the world are grown al- 
most 
at 
Philadelphia's 
door — in 


Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, 
Virginia 


and West Virginia. 


There are two facts substantiating 


this last statement. One is that ap- 
ples from these districts are favo- 
rites for export to Europe, and, like 
successful actors, have been singled 
out by royalty; Queen Victoria her- 
self selected the Albermarle (Vir- 
ginia) Pippin as the best apple for 
them in Europe. The second is that 
the West and Middle West grow 
their own apples to sell and buy east- 
ern apples to eat. 


Sound reasons exist for the favor 


in which Eastern apples are held by 
those who know them as such. The 
Winesap of Virginia and the North- 
ern Spy of the limestone and red 
shale districts of Pennsylvania are 
real aristocrats of the vegetable 
world.

cinity of Philadelphia there are all 
too many neglected orchards, with 
the trees running to switches and the 
apples degenerating: into miserable 
little knots, but this is not true of 
Pennsylvania at large or of the ap- 
ple country adjacent to this State. 
Apple growing has blossomed into a 
great industry, and much of the trade 
developed as a consequence has cen- 
tered in Philadelphia, both as .a con- 
suming city and as z. point of export. 
Pennsylvania orchards 
alone send 


2,000,000 to 3,000,000 bushels a year to 
Philadelphia. About seventy-five car- 
loads of 480 bushels each go to the 
Philadelphia market from West Vir- 
ginia in a season, consigned to some 
forty dealers, mostly in Dock street. 
Maryland and Virginia also furnish 
their quota to the Philadelphia trade, 
a good many apples from these two 
States reaching Philadelphia by the 
Cumberland Valley Railroad through 
its Pennsylvania connection at Har- 
risburg. This Cumberland district is 
also tapped by the Reading through 
its Gettysburg and Harrisburg line 
and its other subsidary. the Philadel- 
phia. Harrisburg and Pittsburgh. 


Thus apples furnish a considerable 


item of business to the railroads en- 
tering Philadelphia. The Reading in 
116 derived about 18,000 tons of 
freight in apples and apple products 
on the two lines just mentioned, 
against about 13,500 tons in 1915. A 
large part of this freight goes to 
Philadelphia. Fruit in storage along 
the Reading lines as of February i is 
estimated at 35.475.000 pounds, this 
representing almost exclusively fruit 
grown in the South Mountain and 
Cumberland Valley districts of Penn- 
sylvania. 


The Cumberland Valley Railroad, 


from July i. 1916. to November 30. 
1916. shipped 4207 cars of apples, 
there being an average of 480 bushels 
to the car. and 705 cars went to Phila- 
delphia—a total of 343,400 bushels for 
that city. A total of 1070 cars went 
to New York, a large percentage be- 
ing for export. Shipments over the 
Cumberland Valley for the period 
named above show a heavy gain, the 
total for the entire twelve months, 
preceding having been only 2588 cars, 
of which 279 went to Philadelphia. 


Enter the Apple Corporation. 


Territory tapped by this line has 


1.142.041 apple trees held yearly by 
nearly 1,000 growers.

whelming majority of growers are 
individuals, the corporation idea is 
gaining ground in eastern apple cul- 
ture, arid that the Cumberland Val- 
ley Railroad's list includes thirty-one 
companies in the business.

Adams, 
Bedford, Franklin, York, Tioga, and 
Potter counties are ones which have 
made notable advances in apple cul- 
ture for commercial purposes.

:rees. There has been heavy piant- 
ng within the last six years, but the 
annual destruction of trees by pests 
and diseases is large. As for quality 
—well, here is what the agricultural 
officials say: 


"Pennsylvania-grown 
apples have 


no superior, and large shipments are 
made yearly to Chicago, St. Louis 
md other western centers where 
Pennsylvania-grown fruit is appreci- 
ated. The climate and weather con- 
ditions, rain, etc., in Pennsylvania, 
give a superior flavor to the apple, 
and it is more juicy than any of the 
western apples. The western apple 
s dry, but of beautiful color, but 
Pennsylvania orchardists who hare 
scientifically thinned their trees and 
allow the sun to reach the frait 
:hroughout the trees grow just as 
ine-colored fruit and apples that are 
!ar superior to the western apples, 
>oth for eating and cooking. 


According to figures at Harrisburg, 


about forty per cent, of the com- 
mercial crop of the State goes to 
New York, much for export. About 
twenty per cent, goes to Philadelphia 
and twenty per cent, of the crop from 
:he southern belt goes to Baltimore.

Bill to Abolish Jail*. 


A bill to abolish 
county jails 


throughout the State and to estab- 
lish six sectional farms, each self- 
sustaining, and providing compensa- 
tion for the prisoners to be used in 
support of their dependents, will be 
introduced in the House of Represen- 
tatives at Harrisburg this week. 


This bill was originally drafted by 


the special commission on the revi- 
sion and amendment of penal laws 
appointed by Governor Tener. Since 
that time the wording of the bill has 
been somewhat revised. It will be 
placed before the Legislature by Rep- 
resentative A. B. Hess, of Lancaster 
Edwin M. Abbott is the chairman o:

BIG GUNS FOR U. 8. 


Ttimt Owl Pint ll-iacb 


Gun for Ik* Navy. 


The United States, it is acknowl- 


edged, is not especially prepared for 
war, but it can do speedy work, for 
there has just been forged at the 
Bethlehem Steel Works the first six- 
teen-inch gun for the United States 
navy. 


This, is the second of these guns 


made in this country. The first was 
also 
made at 


rough, finished 
Arsenal, and, - . . 
mounted for some years as part of 
the New York coast defense, was re- 
moved to the Atlantic entrance of the 
Panama Canal, where it is in good 
shape to perform effective service. 
Since then there have been remark- 
able improvements in the manufac- 
ture of big ordnance, as chiefly ex- 
emplified by the German forty-two 
centimeters, commonly known as the 
"Big Berthas." These are in effect 
sixteen-inch guns.

Three units in the globe-encircling 


-adio service of the United States 
\~avy are now completed. These are 
the stations at San Diego, Arlington 
and Darien (Panama Canal Zone). A 
ourth is under construction at Ma- 
nilla. 
The three 6oo-foot aerial' towers 
orm a triangle. They contain 1,000,- 
ooo pounds of fabricated steel and are 
the largest radio towers in the world. 
They are 150 feet in width at the base 
and eight feet at the apex. They are 
placed noo feet apart. Huge porce- 
ain insulators embedded in concrete 
orm the base of each leg of the tow- 
ers. 


The receiving room Is absolutely 


sound proof, the walls and floors be- 
ng padded with asbestos. There are 
'our distinct and complete control- 
ing sets installed in the receiving 
room enabling any one of the four 
operators or all four simultaneously 
to send and receive messages. 


The aerials, or antennae, weigh six- 


teen tons and have a sag between 
towers of 100 feet. They are twice 
as large as those strung from the Ef- 
fel Tower in Paris. The helix is four- 
teen feet in diameter and eleven feet 
_n height, or nine feet higher than 
the helix used in ordinary naval and 
commercial stations. 


The generator weighs sixty tons 


and the three loo-kilowatt transform- 
ers 2800 pounds each. 
Twenty-five 


miles of piping and copper cables 
have been laid throughout the radio 
reservation of seventy-two and one- 
half acres. A large part of this area 
will be kept wet at all times to insure 
a good "ground" for the aerial. 


Establishment of a distant control 


system will enable operators at any 
naval radio station on the Pacific 
coast from Point Loma Alaska, to 
operate its sending instruments. This 
is accomplished by a system of land 
telegraph lines. The radio apparatus 
is what is known as the Federal 
Poulsen arc transmitter. 


The Poulsen arc employs a direct 


current arc of from 600 to 1000 volts, 
burning in a closed chamber of hy- 
drogen, the terminals being, placed at 
right angles in a powerful magnetic 
field. Electric current for the radio 
set is furnished by a zoo-kilowatt di- 
rect current generator driven by a 
3OO-horsepower 22OO-volt oo-cycle in- 
duction motor. 


Six buildings, costing $39,590, of 


mission-style architecture, form the 
quarters for the operators. A fea- 
ture of these is a large airy dormi- 
tory, gymnasium and well-furnished 
library. 


A silver-plated key made by a local 


company was presented to Com- 
mander Hooper after he had dis- 
patched the first message. The fol- 
lowing inscription was on the key: 
"High-Power Radio Service, First 
Message, Commander S. C. Hooper; 
January, 1917; San Diego." 


At exactly 11:02 a. m. on January 


26, 1917. Commander Hooper called 
the station at Arlington and sent this 
message from the Mayor of San 
Diego to Secretary Daniels:

While the United States has start- 


ed off at Bethlehem with one sixteen- 
inch gun for the navy and one six- 
teen-inch howitzer 
for the 
army, 


there are also in the process of man- 
ufacture at Bethlehem, and now be- 
ing forged, twenty-five fourteen-inch 
guns for the nevy, soon to be mount- 
ed on the new dreadnoughts now 
nearing completion. The fourteen-in. 
guns 
long. 


are 720 inches, or sixty feet 
As to projectiles, those for 


the sixteen-inch navy gun will weigh 
approximately a ton and the weapon 
will have a range of upward of 40,000 
yards, or nearly twenty-five miles. 
These big guns are "hollow" forged, 
a drill being sent through the length 
of the ingot in about eight hours. 
The hole is preserved and enlarged 
by the use of mandrels. 


For the big sixteen-inch gun the 


contents of a long line of open- 
hearth furnaces were poured into 
enormous ladles on wheels and quick- 
ly moved into a casting pit, where an 
ingot was poured seventy-two inches 
in diameter and more than twenty 
feet long. After the ends had been 
cut off and the hole had been drilled 
the mass was heated and put on "The 
Big Lad," the wonderful 25,000 ton 
forging press, and after a few heats 
the tube was ready for the lathes. 


There was a time, only a few years 


ago, when the lathing and drilling 
appertaining to such a production 
took many months, but through the 
invention of rapid steelworking ma- 
chinery the work is now done in as 
many days 
as 
it 
formerly 
took 


months. The time for the finishing 
of the sixteen and fourteen-inch guns 
will depend on emergency. If there 
were enough orders, they could be 
made quite rapidly. 


Probably the most wonderful part 


of the big guns is the mechanism 
moved by the firing apparatus, found- 
on Napoleon's 
artillery table, the 


basis of which is the old formula in 
the 
elementary 
arithmetics — sixty 


seconds make one minute, sixty min- 
utes make one degree, and 360 de- 
grees make the circle—which means 
that a second of the circumference 
of the earth at the equator is only 
102 feet, so a boat 500 feet long is an 
easy target, and to hit a church or 
cathedral is like taking candy from a 
baby.

Director Townsend of the 
New York aquarium placed a few good 
sized sen p. or porgies. in a tank which 
contained a dozen young puffers about 
two inches in length, which the bun 
gry scup attacked at once. Instantly 
the baby puffers inflated themselves- 
and became almost globular in form, 
so that the larger fish were unable to 
do more than knock them about like 
toy balloons too large to be swallowed 
and on which they could get no bold, 
no matter how bard they tried.—Pop 
ular Science Monthly.

nishing his son with sustenance which 
enabled him +o live—a sum very large." 


At this point a commotion was 


heard without the palace. The king 
rose from the throne in which he sat 


! and was observed to tremble. Call- 


ing the general of his armies to him. 
be ordered him to quell the disturb- 
ance. 
The meeting broke up, each 


person leaving to prepare for whatever 
change might come, for the king was 
unpopular e*-en among his adherents, 
and if the stoiy of this young claim- 
ant could be substantiated he wa* 
sure to win.

court, aud the king's bodyguard sprang 
to arms. But it was too late. A large 
concourse of people, armed with all 
kinds of implements, headed by a 
young man whom some who had 
known the late king as a young man 
fancied to be Alonzo returned to life, 
moved on the palace.

yours. But I prefer that you should 
live to repent the deed.

As for this chansclinu 
whom you were about to make kins i» 
your stead, be and bis wife shall p» 
Into exile with you. Slay tbey consol.- 
you ia your degradation."

ed against such clemency and demand- 
ed the heads of a!3 those "^ho bad 
Bsurpc'.! Ihe throne, but tbe conqucro- 
busheu Jhe tumuli l>y raising bis 3san«i< 
and saving: 


**I do not j;:ion« to csjtcr upon nr, 


sovereignty by bloodshed, as the usurp 
cr did. You sec JJie C3id to which he 
is reduced. 1 prefer J<» rule over vow 


yo'ir oon.=cn*. and the time wi35 
wlicn you wjlj be pleased that 


your kjnsr did uot Jake up the reins of 
£overnincnt with an execution." 


At tliis reply the murmurs ceased.

Canada's Riv«r «f Mud. 


What I* perhaps the most wonderful 


river iu the whole world aud one which 
is ceriitlnlj- unique of its kind was dis- 
covered by a party of prospectors ei- 
plorintf what Is known as the "Smoky 
river region" in northern Alberta. Can- 
ada. 


Briefly, it Is a river of mud—that is to 


say. although Its course is well mark- 
ed, with banks clearly defined, as In an 
ordinary river, its bed contains not wa- 
ter, but thick liquid mud of the con 
sisteucy of molasses. 


The mud river flows, as does a water 


river, but. of course, much more slow- 
ly. 
In fact, its progress during the 


time the party were observing It more 
nearly resembled that of a glacier. Un- 
like a glacier, however, there to no ter- 
minal moraine. A glacier at its foot 
melts and flows away, leaving an ac- 
cumulation of rocks, but any heavy 
masses that may be in this river of 
mud must settle to the bottom and re- 
main concealed by the mud Itself. This 
mud river debouches on a plain, spread- 
ing out fan!ike and forming a morass 
of unknown depth and extent.—London 
Mail. 


Some Things In Iceland. 


Iceland is far from being a dreary 


waste, for It exports large quantities 
of the finest grade of wool in the 
world, besides quantities of hides, 
sheepskins, feathers, oil, fish and fish 
products and. curiously enough, many 
horses. The island has several natu 
ral resources that have never been de- 
veloped, among them great sulphur de 
posits. One of them contains not less 
than 250.000 tons of practically pure 
sulphur. There are extensive deposit? 
of copper ore. This, while of a low 
grade, could be worked at a huge 
profit, since the water power to un 
limited and always at hand wherevei 
the copper to found. There are also 
large deposits of geyserite, which is 
equal to the best Arkansas honestone. 
In addition there are several sections 
rich In agates and chalcedony, which 
are widely used in making jewels for 
the bearings of watches and electrical 
Instruments. None of them has ever 
been worked.
